Assessor shall 
not interfere in any case in which no 
foreign’ interest is involved, provides 
for a ootilingenoy’ which, ou brond 
grounds, onn scarcely bo said to exist, 
We hold it to be. sound doctrine that:

From time immemorial the Feast of 
the: Nativity Ins been associated with 
the cousamption of quantities of rick 
and heavy food; aud this peouliar form 
‘of coramemoration is by no means cous 
fined to the actual day itself, Here iu 
at any rate, the gnstronomio 
Inet wt least a fortnight, off 
Not that extended aud.even 
Li hospitality is to be deprecated; but 
that which shows itsolf in wasteful exs 
pouditure aud gross superfluity of riok 
food is not thehigheatform of hospitality, 
Many are the crusades’ undertaken 
agaiust over-indalgence in wine, but 
little ie thought of the almost equally res 
prehensible viceof gluttony. We do most 
seriously beliove tint many poople in 
Shanghai eat a very great deal more 
than is at all good: for them. ‘Take, 
for instance, the entertainment pros 
vided at a big Shanghai tiffin-party, 
especially at this eensou of the year. 
Soup, fish, threo or four entsées, a 
solid leg of mutton or sirloin of. beef, 
phensauts, curry, pnstry,  cheese—all 
thi observed, at half-past twelve 
in the day, aud to be followed by 
a similar gorge ut half-past seven. The 
word tiffin is a misnomer; the meal is 
in fact av enormous and unwhdlesome 
dinuer, the consumption of which 
renders a man atterly unfit for anything 
during tho remainder of the day. ‘Iwo 
oh moals are au outrage upon one's 
digestive organs, and when we consider 
the lamps of cake nud glasses of wine 
which are too often swallowed in the 
interval of the ordeals, it is a matter 
for surprise that there is not mora 
sickuess in the place than is actually 
the case. We-hold that the light meal 
which in England is called lancheon 
amply sufficient for any healthy mau t 
aud we believe the heavy, formal, tedi- 
ous spread which in Shanghai-is called 
a tiffin to bea great mistake. It 
is physically impossible thatany mnu can 
requireso much in order to appease his 
appotit equally impossible that, bis 
his appetite being once appeased, he 
can find any healthfal plensure in oot 
inaing to eat. Iu a.word, tiffins ought 
to be reformed, A great family joint 
in the middle of the day, coming after 
three or four’ made dishes of a particne 
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larly solid nature, aud preceding several 
more, is an anomaly. Quantity seems 
to be considered as tle most important 
thing : refinement and fituess are treat 
ed as matters of minor importance 
Altogether. Everything is made snb- 
Bervieut to amouut—and trae enjoy- 
thent is incladed in the sacrifi We 
rend with wondor of the rare banquets 
held by th» companions of Ulysses, who 
filled themselves for days on end with 
fat ronst venison aud beef until; in the 
expressive words of Homer, they had 
pat from them the desire of meat. 
But they, at least, bad the excuse of 
being often on the verge of starvation ; 
while we in Shanghai, during the 
‘festive > season; aro more apt to emu= 
lato the obronio rioting aud feasting of 
tho suitors of Penelope. 

The Chinese, theu; have, we think, 
beou somewhat harshly judged. ‘That 
gluttony is observable among them is 
tindeniable; but we doubt whether, all 
things considered, they are eo very 
much worse than their neighbours. 
‘The most abstemious people, perha; 
are the Japanese ; in fact their food 
almost too simple, and too little nutris 
tious, to conduce to perfect health, At 
the same time there is perhaps no nation 
more remarkable for light-hearteduess 
aud intellectual astivity, aud the latter 
quality, at loast, is more or less the 
result of their sparing diet.
